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DETAILED ACTION 

This is a Notice of Allowance in response to AMENDMENT after Final filed 
5/25/2005. Claims 1-6 wee previously pending. Claim 2 is cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 and 3-6 are allowed. Renumbered as claims 1-5. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art to the claimed invention is logic circuits such as CMOS 
modules with outputs coupled to inputs of bypass transistors, respectively, wherein a bit 
register provided with a parallel port output coupled respectively to the gates of the 
bypass transistors for controlling the conducting states of the transistors associated with 
logic circuit CMOS modules, respectively. 

The prior arts of record taken alone or in combination fail to teach, anticipate, 
suggest or render obvious the claimed invention for an integrated circuit in the 
independent claim 1, as amended, which recites, inter alia, "one signal line for 
simultaneously receiving both the outputs of the first and second output circuits, wherein 
the first and second output circuits enter an enable state in response to an externally 
supplied testing mode." 

Also, independent claim 4, as amended, recites a testing method for an 
integrated circuit, including, inter alia, "one signal line for simultaneously receiving both 
the outputs of the first and second output circuits, the method comprising transferring 
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outputs of the first and second logic circuits to the signal line and measuring a supply 
current flowing through the signal line". 

Consequently, independent claims 1 nad 4 are allowed over the prior arts of 
record. Claims 3, 5 and 6 are directly or indirectly depended upon the independent 
claims and therefore are also allowable.
